Electricity is quick to escape 
from tlie wires, and care should be ex¬ 
ercised not to make the body a con¬ 
ductor for it. 


An Iowa physician lias demonstrated 
to his own satisfaction that a man who 
lias been struck by lightning can be re¬ 
vived by a second application of the 
same agency. Ills patient was a man 
who had been unconscious for twenty 
minutes from a stroke in a recent storm 
and who revived at once when he re¬ 
ceived a charge from a galvnnlc bat¬ 
tery. The difficulty in many cases will 
be that the victim of lightning will 
think lie lias betm killed and therefore 
be unequal to the effort required to 
roaeli a point where he can get struck 
again or even receive the recuperating 
current from a battery. It remains to 
be proven also that the patient of the 
Iowa physician was not ready to revive 
in tlie ordinary way at tlie time the 
battery was applied. Tlie theory is fas¬ 
cinating, even if incredible, and some 
further experiments will be awaited 
With interest. 


A curious spectacle is seen when a 
* series of photographs used in a kiheto- 
seope is reversed. For example, a 
dr'nker takes up an empty glass and 
replaces it full upon tlie table; a smoker 
sees tlie stump of a cigar flying at 1dm 
from tlie floor, takes it to ills mouth 
and sees the smoke originate in tlie 
room, draws it Into his mouth and into 
his cigar, which is gradually lengthen¬ 
ed and Anally replaced in the pocket.

diagonal strapping with steel to Insure 
high buildings against destruction by 
possible whirlwinds. It is said that 
the buildings of tlie modern type which 
were touched by the St. Louis tornado 
escaped with comparatively light in¬ 
jury. but nobody has any iden as to 
tlie strain to which they were subject¬ 
ed. Tornadoes are freaky phenomena, 
and the St. Louis destroyer may not 
have struck the steel frame buildings 
with its full energy. It seems certain 
that should a tornado strike a huge 
steel frame building It would strip oif 
the veneering at least; and it might do 
far more, ns the stories of tlie havoc 
caused by the tornadoes of recent ex¬ 
perience In the Southwest indicate that 
the whirling storms have almost irre¬ 
sistible energy. Huge trees are twisted 
off like twigs when tornadoes strike 
them fully, and the toughest kind of tim¬ 
ber fails to resist tills twisting and tear¬ 
ing action of the elements. With such 
twisting and lifting power a tornado 
would make a plaything of a tall build- j 
ing after it had removed the facades 
and gained an opportunity to work len¬ 
der the floors of the many stories. But 
anxiety in regard to this matter is a 
conjuring of remote trouble. Happl- 
iy tornadoes do not strike large cities 
frequently, and fortunately or unfor¬ 
tunately, buildings of all kinds are 
on almost an equal footing when they 
do come—all likely to be blown to 
atoms in the twinkling of an eye. As 
far as tornadoes are concerned the 
dwellers in cities are at pretty much 
the same risk, and in far more danger 
than the possessor of a cyclone cellar 
on the prairies who has time enough 
to take a header like a gopher when 
he perceives a tornado gyrating in his 
direction. 


Lawyers will be interested in the dis¬ 
cussion of the subject of “knock-out" 
questions. It is something new in 
criminal trials or the phrase is new. • 
“Knock-out” questions are invented 
for the purpose of testing the intelll-, j 
gence of jurors or witnesses. If an; 
intelligent answer cannot be given the 
witness or the juror, as the case may 
be, is knocked out. In a recent casej 
in one of the New York courts this] 
question was placed before a juror: 
“In order to justify an inference of. 
legal guilt from circumstantial evl- ] 
dence the exculpatory facts must be 
absolutely incompatible with the in¬ 
nocence of the nccused. What does 
that convey to your mind?" It would 1 j 
require a juror of more than average j 
intelligence to give a clear answer to ' 
this question, explaining the effect on' 
his intelligence and conscience of testl- j 
tnony such ns the question describes. 
Questions framed for the sole purpose 1 
of mystifying and disabling a juror or 
a witness are not in the interest of Jus¬ 
tice. In a recent murder trial in New! 
York a hypothetical question contain¬ 
ing (1,000 words was placed before an, 
alleged expert witness. A paragraph; 
o£ that volume would occupy three or'; 
four columns of type used for court re-j 
ports. No witness could give an In-/ 
telligible and trustworthy answer to; 
a question so involved and complicated. 
No juror could understand an answer 
to such a question, made up of tech- 
niralphrasedand supposititious rules of 
science. The methods of civil and 
criminal trials should be simplified. 
Testimony should be elicited and de- I 
livered in clear and plain terms. Ju- : 
rors should not be befogged and misled 
by terms and phrases of which they I 
have but an obscure understanding. 
The truth in its plainest and most ob¬ 
vious forms should be the only test j 
of evidence. Jurors should not be re- I 
qulred to solve enigmas in which ttie 
merits of a civil or criminal case are I 
not involved tlie only purpose of which 
is to mislead tlie Intelligence. 


Lifted a 7r>0-l*ound Hummer. 

All over Southern New Jersey Will- I 
ism Stiles was known ns tlie “Jersey ' 
Samson.” At the time of ids death at 
Cape May a few days ago he was 79 
years old. yet oven at that age he could 
lift things that a much younger man 
could only budge. Stiles was one of tlie 
expert boatmen of the Cape coast. In 
times of peril and heavy seas ho was 
always placed in command of the life¬ 
boat. 

As an Instance of Stiles’ strength it is 
told of him that a few years before the 
outbreak of tlie rebellion, when lending 
Southenters frequented the hotels of 
that resort, athletic sports were often 
held for the amusement of the visitors. 
One young Southerner, who towered 6 
feet 4 in his stockings, had entered a 
“strong man's” competition. He walk¬ 
ed easily with objects weighing 300 
pounds, then he did better by picking 
up a 550-pound weight and carrying It 
100 feet.

Flattered by cheers 
from the girls, he raised his voice and 
dnred any one present to equal Ills feat. 
Stiles walked from his obscure position 
past the heaviest object that had yet 
been lifted, and on to the beach beyond, 
where there was an anchor weighing 
750 pounds, took off Ills coat, stooped 
down, grasped tho anchor, bore It to 
his shoulder and carried It 100 yards 
along the beach. Cheers rose that 
drowned the breakers’ roar. The South¬ 
erner walked up to Stiles, stretched out 
his hand and acknowledged that this 
was superior muscle.

•there is in Paris trousers.

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Homemade Potato Sprayer. 

The sprayer illustrated herewith Is 
inexpensive and easily made. First, a 
heavy Iron rod about 1J4 Inches thick 
and 6% feet long must be procured 
for an axle. This may be taken from 
an old grain drill, or elsewhere, and 
adapted to the present use. For 
wheels, take those of the hay-rake, 
as a high wheel makes the flow strong¬ 
er. The shafts should be about eight 
feet long. They are bolted to the axle, 
five feet apart, and fastened securely, 
that the rod may not turn. Two pieces 
of wood, three by thrpe Inches and 
three and one-half feet long, are bolted 
across the shafts 12 or 15 inches apart, 
one of them being placed a trifle back 
of the axle, and the other farther In 
front of it The singletree is attached 
to a third crosspiece farther forward. 
Two more pieces, two by six inches 
and two feet long, are bolted edge¬ 
wise across the 3x3-inch pieces, two 
feet apart. These pieces are hollowed 
out at the top so that a barrel will 
rest on them securely. Two stopcocks 
are Inserted into the barrel opposite the 
bung, and two pieces of hose six feet 
long, terminating In a flue spray nozzle, 
attached to them. The bunghole Is 
turned upward and a funnel used in 
filling it. The horse walks between 
the rows of potatoes, the man follow¬ 
ing and holding a nozzle in each hand 
above the row, on either side. When 
turning at the end of a row, the hose 
may be laid across the barrel to stop 
the flow. The pressure of the liquid 
In the barrel, if well elevated, is suffi¬ 
cient to produce a steady flow, and the 
jolting of the machine will keep the

paris green in solution. With a spray¬ 
er of this kind one person can easily 
spray ten acres of potatoes in a day.— 
American Agriculturist. 

The Nooning Time, 

In the longest days of the year, and 
when on the farm the hardest work 
of the year has to be done, there should 
be generally a longer rest at noon than 
Is usually taken. The early morning 
and toward evening are the most com¬ 
fortable times to work out of doors. 
But with a day nearly, or quite, fif¬ 
teen hours long, there must be a con¬ 
siderable resting place in the middle 
of tlie day if health is to be preserved. 
The uoon dinner may take half an hour 
or more, tmt after that should be a rest 
of a full hour or two, and if part of 
that time he spent in sleep both body 
and brain will be refreshed. Few know 
how great is the dependence of the 
nerves on sleep for their continuance 
in vigorous health. A noonday rest 
of not less than two hours will enable 
mofe work to he done than can he se¬ 
cured without it. If storms threaten 
when crops have to be secured the 
noon rest may be omitted, for in such 
case when rain comes there will he 
longer opportunities for resting and 
even for sleeping than will be desir¬ 
able. 


dispose of a large quantity every day 
if It were placed on market. Besides 
this, feeding skim milk to fowls, to 
pigs and to the cows are good ways 
to dispose of it. Which will be most 
profitable must depend on circum¬ 
stances. 

Removing Font Seeds from Grain. 

As long as It remains true that as a 
man sows, so shall he reap, It behoove* 
him to get all foul weed seed out of his 
seed grain. Some practice “swim¬ 
ming” it out, but the heaviest seeds 
will not float—only the seed pods of 
weeds and the lighter stuff. Better 
sift the wild seed out, and the illus¬ 
tration shows how to do it easily and 
quickly. Removable wire mesh bot¬ 
toms may be used and thus a choice 
made In the size of mesh to use with 
any particular grain or beans, peas, 
etc. It will pay to use a mesh coarse 
enough to permit all small and In¬ 
ferior kernels of grain to fall through

with the weed seed. Then only the 
best and most vigorous kernels will 
be sowed. Such selection of the best 
seed year after year will bring up the 
quality of the grain wonderfully.— 
Farm and Home. 

Watering; Horses at Work. 

It used to be the rule to keep horses 
from drinking at high doou or night 
after they had been working through 
the forenoon or afternoon, until they 
had eaten their feed and had cooled 
down. This was considered necessary 
in order to prevent injury from taking 
cold water while the system Is heated. 
But this Is cruel to the horses, as they 
cannot eat what they should If they are 
parched with thirst. The better way Is 
to give each horse in the middle of the 
forenoon a pail of water Into which a 
small quantity of oatmeal lias been 
stirred. This will refresh and invigo¬ 
rate tho horse without doing any Injury, 
and will prevent him from being injur¬ 
ed by drinking freely at noontime. Tho 
drink being nourishing, rallies tho 
strength and enables the animal to do 
a greater amount of work without fail¬ 
ure. 


Sell ins Youns Pius. 

There is always profit in breeding 
pigs, providing the breeder is not too 
greedy, and is willing to sell his stock 
at reasonable rates. Live and let live 
should always be the rule. In uothlng 
Is this more true than in the breeding 
and sale of stock. It is very easy 
to get a surplus of stock greater than 
can be either kept or fattened with 
profit. As the pigs grow older it costs 
more to produce a pound additional 
growth, and what is worse, this extra 
weight is uot worth so much per pouud 
as is that of the smaller pig. The sow 
pigs may be worth more as they grow 
older if set to breeding, but the farmer 
who breeds pigs largely to sell while 
young does not wait for the sows to 
get to breeding age before disposing 
of them. He leaves some of the profit 
to the purchaser of his stock, as every 
stock seller ought to do. If no one did 
this the race of buyers would quickly 
run out, and then the grower of young 
pigs would be worse off than ever. 


Killing Rose Slues with Hot Wnter. 

It Is very slow aud difficult work, 
thinning off tlie rose aud pear slugs 
when they are fouud on pear and grape 
leaves. Not many people know that 
they can be easily killed by drench¬ 
ing the leaves with water heated to 
130 to 140 degrees. This is death to 
nearly all kinds of bugs, and the wa¬ 
ter can be applied 10 to 20 degrees 
hotter than this without injuring the 
leaves either of tlie pear or grape vine. 
If the water is applied by spraying, it 
should be some hotter than is re¬ 
quired, so that it may reach the slugs 
at the temperature that is surely fatal 
to them. Very cold water or that which 
lias had ice dissolved in it will kill tlie 
rose slugs if dashed violently against 
them, but it knocks off many more, and 
they are soon found at their work 
again. 

Beets as Green Food for I'iuH. 

No other kind of root is so greedily 
eaten by pigs as the beet. It may not 
have so much nutrition as tlie po’ato. 
hut wlmt it has is sweet, and there¬ 
fore is palatable. Even the fattening 
hogs will eat some beets every lay, 
aud should have them. But their best 
use is as green feed for sows aat are 
giving milk. It will increase the quan¬ 
tity greatly, but it will need some grain 
feed with it to keep the sow thus fed 
from losing flesh too rapidly. It is ex¬ 
pected, of course, that the sow will 
grow poor while suckling her young, 
but if this goes too far her value as a 
breeder is lessened, and the next litter 
of pigs will be deficient In num¬ 
ber, or in vigor and size. 


By Products of tbe Dairy. 

Almost all great manufacturing en¬ 
terprises now derive a great part of 
their profits from the careful saving 
and use of by products that were for¬ 
merly wasted. It Is much the same 
.with the dairy. There Is no large inat- 
gln of profit In making butter and 
cheese at present prices, and the ques¬ 
tion how to dispose of the by products 
left after these are made usually de¬ 
cides whether the result shall be ou 
the loss or on the profit side. Making 
curd cheese without rennet from the 
skim milk is a profitable way to use 
it where a near market can be had for 
It Almost every city or village would 


BaRTins Grapes. 

Not so much is written now as used 
to be about bagging grapes to keep 
them from insect enemies or fungous 
diseases. The object Is much better 
accomplished by spraying with the Bor¬ 
deaux mixture. The bags required a 
good deal of labor to apply, and at the 
low rate that grapes have lately jold 
for. It did not pay. Besides, it was 
found that the protection made the 
grape skins more tender, so that they 
were less prepared for long transpor¬ 
tation or for long keeping. Bagging 
grapes Is still practiced by amateurs, 
but It Is a practice likely to he con¬ 
fined to them. 


Dairy Notes. 

The cow should have all the food that 
she will assimilate. 

A cow that Is heated and worried will 
not milk well and her milk will not 
make good butter. 

You cannot feed a scrub calf into a 
good one, but you. can easily stint a 
well-bred calf into a scrub. 

To make the very best profit the 
dairyman must own the best land, keep 
tlie best cows and give them the best 
treatment. 

Not every farmer can feed his cows a 
wide ration, because it is sometimes 
too costly to be available; but whatever 
the feed there should be plenty of it, 
and It should be accompanied by plenty 
of water.

COMMERCE IS CALIFORNIA’S 
HOPE. 

______ - H 

What Must be Done toJPlace Our State In 
the Condition of Prosperity it 
Deserves. 

Productions of California, which 
must seek a foreign market, do so 
naturally by the cheapest route, water. 

It is a matter of grave importance to 
the people of the entire State that as 
large ;ui amount of goods be shipped 
away as possible, because by this 
method; the selling of our productions, 
and this alone, can we expect to at¬ 
tract money to our coffers. If it is 
demonstrated that it pays to cultivate 
the soil in California, then our lands 
will be sought after; we will have 
more farmers, more shipping and con¬ 
sequently more business for everybody. 
This means that agriculture, liortioul- • 
ture and all other farming pursuits 
must be encouraged if we wish to pros- ' 
per as a people. 1 

How shall this bo done ? First, wo | 1 
must secure for our goods the cheapest J 
possible water transportation in order , 
that the net returns may be sufficient . 
to give to the legitimate farmer fair , 
remuneration for his labor and invest- 1 
ment. 

This done and we have opened the ; ' 
markets of the world to our people, ’ 
especially to those who are enabled to ( 
reach the seaboard at a moderate cost. I 
The cheapest water transportation will , 
be provided by the people of California 
themselves if they will give every pos- 1 
sible encouragement to owners ot ships 
to induce them to make and afford to 1 
provide low rates of reight to foreign 
ports. Unusual, unnecessary and ex- ■ 
cessive burdens exacted by authority ( 
of State laws must be removed from i 
our shipping as a first move. This i 
can be accomplished through the State < 
Legislature at the pioper time if the 1 
voteis will give it their moral support ' 
when asked. 

Let ns see how the matter stands i 
with the shipowner. We assert that 
the farmer must have a fair return for 
his labor and investment,and as human 
nature is pretty much the same in all 
lines of business, it may bo presumed 
that the owner of ships is naturally 
looking for similar returns. The 
farm will not be cultivated if the 
farmer must starve or lose money, 
neither will the ship sail the, seas if 
her owner cannot earn something. A 
ship represents the investment of capi¬ 
tal, and her only excuse for being afloat 
is the prospect of making money, ^ou 
cannot get something for nothing in 
this wide world and a ship is no ex¬ 
ception to the universal rule. A ship 
is subject to constant depreciation by 
wear and tear an also to the ever pres¬ 
ent dangers of navigation on the high 
seas. Certain fixed charges, such as 
repairs, salaries of masters, mates, 
stewards, carpenters and sailors; in¬ 
surance, State and county taxes, wharf¬ 
age, dockage, pilotage, etc., must be 1 
provided for, besides the earning of 
interest for the owner sucflicient to in- < 
duce him to put his money into such a ' , 
precarious investment. And is it t not ] 
self-evident without argument, that < 
the producer who supplies the cargo, j < 
and no one else, pays all of these 1 
charges from the sale of his produc- J 
itons? Of course it is, because the , 
carrying of goods is the only means j 
the ship has of earning money, and, < 
therefore, no other class of citizens is ( 
so directly affected by and interested ' 
in cheap transjiortation as the producer • 
of wares that must seek a foreign mar- ‘ 
ket, and therefore in the reduction of 
iiny if these charges that are excessive ( 
or uncalled for. But the entire State , 
is interested in the encouragement and i 
building of our Commerce, because of f 
the inufieuoe of commerce upon the * 
general prosperity of a people and to j 
that end, the producer and the ship- 
owner must be aided and invited in , 
every reasonable way to work together 
for the welfare of all. They bring i 
money to our shores in exchange for t 
our products and make it profitable for J 
others to do business in onr State, and 
when everybody is profitably em -1 j 
ployed happiness results. Agriculture ( 
and Commerce must work hand in ( 
hand, otherwise California’s grain j 
fields would soon be a barren waste. < 
Fleets of well-laden ships coming and < 
going freely from January to Decern- ! 
her, carrying to the outside world^ the j 
products of our soil and labor will , 
supply the silver trimmings for our j 
Golden Gate, which is now in danger 
of becoming covered with fossils and i 
rust and falling from its hinges into t 
the sands of the ocean, while we enfold j 
ourselves in the narrow selfishness of ^ 
indifference and self-satisfaotion, and 
wonder “why business is dull.” Stop 
the "stand and deliver” policy by 
which we strangle the “Goose that 
lays the golden egg’ ’ and the fleets 
will start and their cargoes will in-! 
crease apace. No people on earth arc 1 
favored with natural blessings and ad¬ 
vantages equal to these that surround 
us on every side; they abound on top 
of the ground, in the bowels of the 1 
earth and on the blue waters within 
and beyond our borders; and added to 
all a variety of climates unknown else¬ 
where on the face of the globe, suited 
alike to the most delicate and the most 
sturdy of men. The orange blossoms, 
the ripe fruits and the full blown flow -1 
ers nestle and flourish in the laps of 
the valleys beside the snow-capped 
mountains, which furnish an everlast¬ 
ing irrigation system; holding mil -1 
lions of golden eagles that await but j 
the seeking.

The use of the surgeon’s knife is be¬ 
coming so general, resulting fatally 
iu such a large number of cases, as to 
occasion general alarm.

MR. WILLIAM WALPOLS. 

To submit to an operation, is to volun¬ 
tarily endanger one’s life, without the 
slightest hope of being benefitted. 

Mr. William Walpole, is a wealthy 
planter residing at Walshtown, South 
Dakota, and is well known all over the 
state. Under date of January 20 th, 1896 , 
he writes; “About three years ago, there 
came under my left eye a little blotch 
about the size of a small pea. It grew 
rapidly, and for the past year, shooting 
pains ran in every direction.

No daily Bible reading.

No religious conversation in the home. 
No private closet prayer. 

No audible prayer in the prayer meet¬ 
ing. 

No attendance at the prayer meeting. 
No attendance at the Sunday school. 
No Christ in his business methods. 

No Christ in his choice of reading 
matter. 

No Christ in his favorite amusement. 
No Christ in bis Inmost heart. 

And only a little of Christ in his head. 
Well, what has he, then, which the 
commonest sinner has not? 

First—He has his name on the church 
roll. 

Second—He has his name on the list 
of contributing members. 

Third—He has a pew or an occasional 
sitting in church. Thes? three things, 
and nothing more, to entitle him to the 
glorious name of Christian. 

If he should suddenly die, he would 
be given a Christian burial, and these 
three things about him would be sure 
to be mentioned in the funeral sermon, 
and held out Po the bereaved family as 
reasons for a blessed assurance that 
he has gone straight to glory, Vvlth an 
abundant entrance. And yet there is 
not a sinner living within ten miles of 
him who cannot do as much for the 
church, ns much for the Sunday school, 
as much to advnnce Christ’s kingdom 
on enrth as he does without ever once 
being suspected of being a Christian. 

Humility. 

I believe the first test of a truly 
great man Is his humility. I do not 
mean by “humility” doubt of his own 
power, or hesitation In speaking his 
own opinions, but a right understand¬ 
ing of the relations between what he 
can do and say and the rest of the 
world’s doings and sayings. All great 
men not only know their own business, 
but usually know that they know it, 
and are not only right in their main 
opinions, but usually know that they 
nre, only they do not think much of 
themselves on that account. They do 
not expect their fellow men to fall down 
and worship them; they have a curious 
under-sense of powerlessness, feeling 
that greatness is not in them, but 
through them. They do their work, 
feeling that they cannot well help do¬ 
ing it.—Buskin. 

Buddhism, 

Dr. Fuhrer, archaeological surveyor 
in the northwestern provinces of India, 
has made a discovery which seems to 
carry the origin of Buddhism much 
further back than the accepted date in 
the fifth century before Christ. 

In the village of Nijlva, in swamps 
within the borders of the state of Nepal, 
he found an Asoka pillar, surrounded 
for half a mile by vast brick ruins of 
monasteries and of a still magnificent 
domed tomb of Konnkamana. The por¬ 
tion of tlie pillar which is still erect lias 
an inscription establishing the fact 
that the Buddha commemorated is the 
same as the Ivanakamana of the Bud¬ 
dhists of Ceylon, who was the twenty- 
third mythical predecessor of the his¬ 
torical Buddha. The Nepalese speak of 
the pillar ns the smoking pipe of Bhimn 
Sen, their giant hero. 

Tlie native durbar, or council, is to be 
asked to sanction a scientific investiga¬ 
tion of the ruins of tills once great set¬ 
tlement of the Aryan tribe of Sakyas. 
who settled 112 miles to tlie northwest 
of the city of Benares at a date hitherto 
only conjectural. Gen. Cunningham, 
who, under I/ord Cunning, began tlie 
archaeological survey of India, long ago 
identified Kapilavastu, in this region, 
as the birthplace of the historical Gau¬ 
tama. and the capital of the Sakya clan. 
It is in the Bub-IIlmalayan district now 
called Basti, and must have extended 
northward into Nepal, which Is still sec¬ 
ond in sacredness only to Benares. 

Nepal has now a serious dispute with 
the Llama government of Ishasn on its 
hands, and is always jealous of British 
or foreign visitors. But should the gov¬ 
ernment of India not discourage its pro¬ 
posed campaign in Thibet, tlie durbar 
piay be willing to help Dr. Fuhrer to 
dig on a sufficiently great scale. Nopal 
is almost as little known as Thibet, al¬ 
though it is a protected state of tlie 
government of India, and It seems time 
that it was opened, as Kasmir has been, 
to the savant and the traveler.—Edin¬ 
burgh Scotsman. 

I s God’s Goodness. 

The goodness of God is infinite and 
extends to all men.

They give 
drink to every boast of the field; the 
wild asses quench their thirst." Well 
might the Psalmist sing: “The earth 
Is full of the goodness of the Lord."

EMILE ZOLA. 

Eminent Literary Man Who 1* 
Charged with Plagiarism. 

Emile Zola, the literary man latest 
charged with plaigarism, is said, by 
those who havo rend him, to be a realist 
of the realists. A Parisian bom, he has 
spent most of the fifty-six years of his 
life In his own city, and made a great 
reputation In Frnnce by publishing 
books the sale of which was punished 
as a crime In other countries. He was 
educated at St. Louis College lp Paris, 
and at 25 began to devote himself 
wholly to writing. His books number 
over a score. They cover many subjects, 
and their noted author has been able to 
be vile In all but one or two. M. Zola 
delights In odd situations. For instance, 
two years ago, he wrote a book in 
which the devotions of pious persons 
at Lourdes were treated in his usual 
style. Then he promptly went to Rome 
and presented himself for an interview

with Pope Leo. It might have been be¬ 
cause of the book ‘Lourdes,” or It might 
have been because of others; but Leo 
refused to see him. For many years the 
author of “Claude” and “Nana” and 
"La Terre” has been eager to become 
one of the Immortals because be knew 
he could not The academicians could 
not get the smell of M. Zola's famous 
books out of their nostrils, and consist¬ 
ently closed their door to him. “Le 
Reve,” his only pure work, eminently 
un-Zolaesque, was written to placate 
the academy, but Louis Maria Julien 
Yiaud was elected in 1801 and Zola Is 
still a mortal. If not a member of the 
Academy, the great realist Is at least a 
Knight of the Legion of Honor and has 
been president of the French Society of 
Men of Letters. His book "Rome,” 
written with the hope that It would 
pass him Into the Academy, la the one 
ccncerning which the charge of literary 
theft is made aud which is creating so 
much talk. 

HANDLES BILLIONS. 

This Young New-Yorker Has Handled 
Over $25,000,000,000 in Cash. 

William J. Gilpin, assistant manager 
of the New York Clearing House, han¬ 
dles more money In actual cash than 
any other person in the country and 
probably in the world. It does not pass 
through his hands in the form of checks, 
bonds or stock certificates, but In legal 
tenders nnd treasury notes—that is to 
say, in so many actual dollars. 

Every business day of the year he 
handles over $.1,000,<100. He lias count¬ 
ed as much as $15,000,000 In a single 
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large. As a consequence hundreds of 
them were shipped abroad. I believe 
that fully 2,000 horses have been 
shipped from this port within the last 
month. The majority are draught 
horses, but there are also numerous 
roadsters and saddle horses. 

“Many of the London ’bus and cab 
horses come from here. They are 
bought up by dealers in big batches and 
sent over.” 

Another dealer said: “I know horse 
dealers who are always on the lookout 
for animals which will serve as heavy 
draught horses for London brewery 
wagons and furniture removal trucks.” 

Sometimes as many as 700 horses will 
go in one cargo, and from the point of 
arrival in the old world will be scat¬ 
tered throughout all the countries of 
Europe and used for every purpose con¬ 
ceivable.—New York Sun. 

QUEEN OF THE SILENT GAME. 

Misa Kate Wheelock Acknowledged 
to Be a Whist Expert. 

Among the most Interesting of all 
delegates to the forthcoming meeting 
of the American Whist League in New 
York will be Miss Kate Wheelock, who 
is well known in this city and the 
Northwest generally as an expert at the 
silent game.

The fishery commis¬ 
sion brought millions of fish from 
government hatcheries and dumped 
them into the Fox and other rivers, nnd 
as a result i ucli waters now teem with 
bass, pickerel, pike, perch and other 
fish. 

Fp in Wisconsin and wherever wliat 
are known its “grass lakes” exist, the 
fisherman is early at his post tlds year. 
Such grounds are favorable for the 
man who knows how to cast a bait so 
he will Just miss a lily po.t. A typical 
lake of this ‘lass will usually be found 
to have a bnnk of weeds at one shore, 
terminating in deep water, with a 
gravel and rock bottom.

Interesting Finds In ths Excavations 
at Silchrster, in England. 

The result of last summer's labors In 
the excavation of the Roman city of 
Silchester—about ten miles to the 
southwest of Reading—may be seen in 
the rooms of the Society of Antiquari¬ 
ans, under whose auspices the work is 
carried on. The committee lias been 
systematically engaged with this labor 
for six successive seasons, none of 
which has been more fruitful than the 
last as regards both the structural re¬ 
storation of the city and Individual 
finds. 

About half the area—100 acres—with¬ 
in the walls—has been thoroughly ex¬ 
plored, but it is anticipated that sev¬ 
eral more years’ work will be required 
before the Romano-British city can be 
regarded as completely disclosed. An 
expenditure of at least £5,000 a year id 
needed for the work, which In some re¬ 
spects is of unequaled archaeological 
and historic interest, as nowhere else 
have so many houses, temples nnd pub¬ 
lic buildings of the period been discov¬ 
ered, and no other place lias yielded a 
forum or a Christian church, nnd with 
some justice the committee claims that 
tlie exploration of Silchester Is the be¬ 
ginning of the history of the civil oc¬ 
cupation of Britain by tlie Romans. 

The excavations last year were be¬ 
gun on May 7, and continued with no 
break, except for harvest, until the 
middle of October. An area of about 
three and one-half acres was examined, 
on which were two insulae (XIII. and 
XIV.). of which insula XIII. was clear¬ 
ly shown to have been occupied by the 
dyers, who, according to previous dis¬ 
coveries, worked in this portion of the 
city. 

Tlie real interest was centered in 
insula XIV., which was almost en¬ 
tirely covered by tlie foundations of 
two large nnd important houses. The 
western house of the two was of the 
courtyard type, hut different from 
others of the kind in having tlie fourth 
side, which is usually open or nearly 
closed by a wall, covered by a range' 
of large chambers witli mosaic floors, 
some of the mosaics being of large size 
nnd good workmanship and in such 
good condition that three out of four 
were taken up and properly mounted 
for future exhibition at the Reading 
museum. 

The eastern house also disclosed re¬ 
markable examples of beautiful mosaic 
pavements and rich panels for the 
walls. 

Another pavement was interesting 
both on account of the coarse work¬ 
manship. indicating a late date, and 
nlso for the pattern, which marked tlie 
position of the table and couches in tlie 
triclinium, of which it formed the floor. 
The most remarkable feature, however, 
In tliis house was tlie sipnll chapel con¬ 
taining tlie base of a detached shrine 
for the household gods, a feature not 
hitherto found at Silchester. 

One of the most Interesting discov¬ 
eries was that of a block of wood 
througli which passed two largo and 
perfect lead pipes, while the chase for 
another was cut in front. This ar¬ 
rangement, it has now been ascertain¬ 
ed, represented when complete the 
force pump, described by Vitruvius as 
the “mnehina cteslbica.” This la be¬ 
lieved to be tlie first example of Ro¬ 
man hydraulic machinery discovered In 
Britain. 

The most beautiful of the finds is a 
small pillar-molded bowl of deep sap¬ 
phire blue streaked with white nnd 
yellow spots, which fortunately lias 
beeen perfectly restored. No other 
complete example of this kind of im¬ 
ported glass has hitherto been found in 
this country.—Loudon Times.

SCANDINAVIANS AS CITIZENS. 


Readily Adapt Themaelvea to Condi* 

tlona In Which They Are Placed. 

The great adaptability of the Scan¬ 
dinavians to the circumstances and 
customs of their adopted country is ac¬ 
knowledged on all sides. \\ believer 
anil wherever they have transplanted 
themselves, whether In England In the 
ninth century. In Normandy In ibe 
tenth. In Sicily In the eleventh, or in 
America In tlie nineteenth, tlie same 
process of transformation has taken 
place. No other people in nil its his¬ 
tory lias such a record. In the United 
States they have eagerly learned Eng¬ 
lish, and have quickly done so because 
of its similarity to their own language 
in structure and vocabulary. Of course 
men who have come hither as adults 
always prefer the old speech, and in 
some districts in the country and In 
Scandinavian qunrtors of the cities it 
will be heard almost exclusively, be¬ 
cause of the large numbers of the for¬ 
eign born. Rut the second generation 
quite invariably choose English, and 
many of them have forgotten the lan¬ 
guage of their fathers. At a town con¬ 
vention which I attended in 1894 
in Illinois in a lnrge Swedish com¬ 
munity, the proceedings went on 
smoothly In English for some time, un¬ 
til an elderly Swede became somewhat 
puzzled nnd asked the chairman, a 
young Swede, to explain the mntter in 
Swedish. From that point all motions 
wore given in Swedish. Remarks were 
nddressed to the chair in both lan¬ 
guages. 

In matters of religion Scandinavians 
have shown a peculiar faculty In con¬ 
forming to the bad American custom of 
multiplying denominations. In the 
i home countries, though there Is now 
practically complete toleration, tlie ox- 
1 lstence of a state church and an Epis¬ 
copal organization have maintained a 
: good degree of uniformity. Neither of 
these restraining influences lias ever 
' operated In this country. There have 
been no bishops to check the tendency 
of diversity. Liberty to adopt any 
creed nnd to change church relations at' 
will is freely used. The zeal of the 
Norwegian in controversy has found 
even a better field in the church than iti 
politics. Before 1890, when three di¬ 
visions united, there wore live bodies 
of Norwegian Lutherans, while the 
Danes were comfortable with two, ami 
' the Swedes lagged behind with only 
one. What the Swedes lack in Luth¬ 
eranism they ninke up in “dissenting 
sects," though none of them have been 
! converted In tills country. 

The statistics of intemperance nnd 
Illegitimacy, which are sometimes so 
alarming In parts of tlie Scandinavian 
countries, do not appear to find a par¬ 
allel among Scandinavians in America. 
But ali such statistics are unsatisfac¬ 
tory, and frequently untrustworthy. 
Generalization is, therefore, unsafe. 
There nre drunkenness npO UJeglUuiucj; 
among them here, but I have not ob¬ 
served that it is more difficult to main¬ 
tain order and decency in a city like 
Minneapolis with its Norwegians and 
Swedes than in St. Paul with its Irish 
and Germans. Of tlie pauper and crim¬ 
inal classes tlie Scandinavians linve a 
smaller proportion than any other alien 
element except tlie British, while of tin; 
Insane, Judging from Minnesota, they 
seem to have a larger percentage than 
; the Germans or British. Unfortunate¬ 
ly in ordinary statistics of tills nature 
j the second generation is usually put’ 
j down ns native born with no hint as tii 
parentage beyond some peculiarity of 
name.—Atlantic Monthly. 

REV. E. S. NICHOLSON. 

Father of the Indiana Liquor Law 

Which la Sustained by the Court. 

Rev. E. S. Nicholson, tlie father of the 
Indiana liquor law, which lias been pro¬ 
nounced constitutional by tlie Supreme 
Court of tlie State, lias an interesting 
personality apart from being the orig¬ 
inator of the law. Nicholson llfst 
came inlo prominence in 1804, wlieu lie 
was made President of the Good Citi¬ 
zens’ League, which lias Its headquar¬ 
ters at Kokomo.

A Carious Camp Stove. 

An Aroostook, Maine, woodsman, E. 
B. White, has a curious and unique ar- 
j raugement for cooking food over an 


open fire, which he calls a camp range. 
It consists of a three-fourths-lnch iron 
gas pipe, eighteen inches long, hammer¬ 
ed to a point at one end and plugged’ 
with metal, through which there aref 
three small holes, each of a size fit to 
hold the end of a wire, say, three-six- 
teentlis of an inch In diameter. Loops 
are made of wire, lutp which skillets, 
pails, pans or other tapering cooking 
utensils are fitted snugly. A washer of 
sheet iron fits over the end of the gas 
pipe and is prevented from slipping 
ol.-nr down by a snug metal wristband. 
The washer serves to brace the wires. 
The gas pipe is driven into the ground 
and red embers and coals placed about 
it. Tlie food is cooked easily and 
quickly. A coffee pot ha tiger is also 
used, it being bent up so that the long 
coffee pot will swing clear of the tire. 
Had White cared to do so. he might 
have made a snug sum of money by 
patenting and selling ids handy contri¬ 
vance.—Lewiston (Maine) Journal.

Why Sunri Animals Lap. 

The reason that certain animals lap 
Instead of drink seems to he nil ar¬ 
rangement of nature to prevent car¬ 
nivorous animals, whose stomachs are 
comparatively small, from over-dis¬ 
tending themselves with wuter. Most 
of the uultuals that suck whim drink¬ 
ing are herbivorous and have largo 
stomachs, or more than one, with a 
paunch or receptacle for unchewed 
food, and with them digestion is a slow 
process ami there is little, if- any, 
dangerofover-distension, although such 
a tiling Is not unknown‘with some do¬ 
mestic herbivorous animals. Digestion 
is a much more rapid process with the 
carnivora, nnd it Is Important tliat it 
should not be delayed by the ingestion 
of large quantities of cold wuter. By 
lapping the mouth and throat are thor¬ 
oughly moistened, while the water Is 
supplied to the stomach in small quan¬ 
tities, properly warmed and mixed with 
saliva. It mny be fairly assumed that 
the carnivora are of more recent crea¬ 
tion, for tlie herbivorous nnimals are 
their food, and that therefore lapping 
may be considered a more highly de¬ 
veloped way of drinking than sucking.
